The last technical 
details in the 


city's effort to 
straighten 
out the 


double-turn on Highway 67 at Third 
and Shover streets were nearing com- 
pletion Thursday with the announce- 
ment that a 53,500 filling station would 
be erected under provisions 
giving 


the city 25 feet right-of-way. 


A representative of the 
Gulf 
Oil 


company was here Thursday complet- 
ing a deal with S. L. Murphy for the 
.purchase of his property, which lies 
at the southeast corner of the inter- 
section. 


Erection of tho filling' station is to 


be completed on or before July 1. 


A permit by the city council was is- 


sued to Mr. Murphy last August for 
the construction of the station. 
Mr. 


Murphy said Thursday that the per- 
mit would be transfered to the Gulf 
concern under the provisions in which 
it was issued to him. 


Last summer the city council grant- 


ed Miss Laura Reader a permit under 
similar provisions for erection of a 
filling station on the northwest corn- 
er, giving the city 25 feet right-of- 
way. 


This means 50 feet additional width 


to Third street, changing the present 
double-turn to a width so traffic can 
negotiate the turn without danger. 


Granting of the permit was brought 


up at a meeting of the city council 
Tuesday night when it was 
decided 


that the traffic hazzard would be cor- 
rected with the erection of the gas 
depot by July 1. 


Other business before the council 


was the granting of a permit for con- 
struction of a individual gasoline tank 
at the rear of Ritchie Grocer com- 
pany.

the contest to determine the cham- 
pion log sawyers of this section. 


The low-«sawlng contest is quite 


simple, yet exciting. 
Each team will 


be provided with a cross-cut saw and 
a 12-inch log. At the sound of the 
gong, the judges will require each 
team to saw off three 
blocks from 


their respective logs. Valuable prizes 
will be awarded the three teams com- 
pleting the task first. 


This feature promises to provide 


entertainment to the 
many visitors 


who wilt attend from Hempstead and 
many other south Arkansas counties. 
Other teams desiring to enter the con- 
test ~»re jequested to communicate 
with the experiment station immed- 
iately,'states G. W. Ware, assistant di- 
rector in charge. 


The regular visiting day program 


this spring will offer many things of 
interest to those who are anxious to 
rcplan their farm activities to best 
advantage, as a result of the cotton 
reduction plan. 


First hand information will be given

There are several things to keep in 


mind concerning the growing boy or 
girl. The masculine is used most fre- 
quently in these articles for reasons, 
of convenience but with some small 
differences- "she" conforms largely to 
the same pattern; 


We must not forget first of all that 


there is a "pull in the child-Natural 
instinct is in constant battle with the 
social. After, all social standards are 
those set by man and not by nature. 


He has a certain instinctive judg- 


ment of right and wrong, but it has 
not even a speaking acquaintance for 
awhile with the—let us call them— 
artificial tenets of organized society, 
its favorite morals, manners and prej- 
udices. 


The Mai-Adjusted Child 


There is in every child this uncon- 


scious conflict between the two, but 
in some children it is more apparent. 
The completely mal-adjusted child is 
one of the greatest clinic problems to- 
day. -It means that he cannot accept 
his particular environment and shows 
it in unusual behavior. 


'Another thing that older people for- 


get, if they have ever thought about 
it at all, is that childhood is the time 
withiut 
perfect 
"values." There is 


little tolerance, for instance. Toler- 
ance comes with years of practice. 
Therefore patience, the child of tol- 
erance, will not be one of his strong 
points. 


Reason and judgment do not blos- 


som overnight, either. We go to our 
graves with this very thing still want- Howard Colier. 
ing perfection in us. Too many things 
interfere. Our emotions are the ene- 
mies of reason. 


Number three is this: The child 


must "feed" his impulses. They are 
stronger now than will-power. 
His 


mind is a tyrant of a sort and insists 
en a thousand experiences. His de- 
veloping self-prohibitions will usual- 
ly tone down his more venturesome 
impulses, but not always. He is too 
likely to act first and think later. 


Fourthly, every child senses some 


injustice in both home and school 
jurisdiction, 
often 
justified, 
some- 


times not, but we are speaking of mo- 
tives behind conduct. As a matter of 
fact, behavior and conduct have a 
difference in meaning but, for gen- 
eral purposes they are used inter- 
changeably. 


The Anger Habit 


Fifthly, 
certain emotions in 
the 


hildhood stage are rather stark and 
aw. Anger flares quickly, often over 
/ery little, and chooses ways to lib- 
erate itself that antagonize others in- 
stantly. The anger habit grows. This 
n itself is a problem. It should slow 
down rather than increase if condi- 
tions are right, but it is fathered by 
deep-lying causes, and sometimes they 
are difficult to fathom. 


Curiosity consumes him too. 
All 


manner of what we call bad conduct 
must be laid to its door. 


One could go on almost indefinitely 


The motives behind behavior are not 
only interesting but important. If a 
mother might realize that her stren- 
uous boy cannot be weighed in stand- 
ard stales and judged impartially, it 
would he better. But it is highly de- 
sirable for fathers to think about, too, 
beesiu»c fathers so often jump to con- 
clusions. 


Fear of punishment may curb the 


child's too liberal "expression of self," 
and discipline must play its part. But 
fear is like a grub at the root of a 
plant. It stops growth arid kills the 
good with the bad. A good healthy j 
fear combined with respect of the law ] 
is not dstructive. but tome fear is j 
worse than anger in its destruction of . 
mental and physical tissue. An un- j 
deritanding parent will not attempt to 
substitute u poison foe an antidote.

Fail to Lay 'Angina Pcctoris' to 


Smoking oi- Drinking 


So much has been written and said 


about the relationship of alcohol and 
tobacco to the heart 
disease called 


"angina pectoris'" that an investigation 
was made recently to discover wheth- 
er smoking or drinking could produce 
this ailment. 


And the results seem to show that 


the disease hardly can be attributed 
to these causes. 


Seven hundred fifty people with 


angina pectoris were compared with 
750 others who did 
not 
have the 


disease, but who were of the same 
age, and of the same social group. 


The comparison of the habits of the 


two groups of people brought out the 
fact that 46.1 per cent of those who 
had angina pectoris never had smok- 
ed tobacco, while 24.4 per cent of those 
who had the disease had used tobacco 
to excess. 


Thirty-seven and 
two-tenths per 


cent of those who did not have angine 
pectoris did not smoke, and 33.5 per 
cent smoked excessively. 


Obviously, it is exceedingly difficult 


from figures like these to trace any 
relationship between tobacco cmok- 
ing and the occurrence 
of angina 


pectoris. It is possible, however, to 
say from these fgiures that tobacco 
smoking is not primarily responsible 
for angina pectoris. 


As to abstinence from tlcoholic 


liquws, 64.-4 per cent of those with 
angina pectoris never had taken al- 
cohol, and 01.7 per cent of those who 
did not have angina pectoris never had 
taken alcohol. 


Only 8 of 750 patients 
with 
the 


disease drank considerable or exces- 
sive alcohol— about 1.1 per cent. On 
the other hand, 63 per cent of the 
people who did not 
have 
angina 


pectoris drank a good deal of alcohol 
and four of them were very heavy 
drinkers. 


It must be pointed out, in this con- 


nection, that persons who drink to 
such a great excess are likely also 
to cat to excess, and, in fact, do 
practically everything else to excess, 
so that even though small doses of al- 
cohol for the average person might 
help to keep off such a condition, al- 
cohol will not do this in the presence 
of other aggravating causes.
